John  Prescott,  father  of  Nashaway  Plantation,  persecuted  for  his  - 
opinions,  he  went  out  into  the  wilderness  with  his  family  to  found  a  home 
and  for  forty  years,  thought,  fought,  and  wrought  to  make  that  home  the 
center  of  a  prosperous  community. 

The  House  of  Deputies  in  1652  voted  to  call  the  town  Prescott.  John 
Prescott  was  a  man  of  fixed  religious  convictions  and  conscience.  He 
never  had  given  public  adherence  to  the  established  church  covenant  and 
was  therefore  debarred  from  holding  any  civic  office  and  even  from  voting 
for  the  magistrates  In  1653,  Prescott  was  changed  to  Lancaster. 

He  set  up  his  anvil  and  hammered  out  the  first  plow  shares  to  compel 
the  virgin  soil  of  Naskaway  Valley  to  its  proper  fruitfulness.  Old  Pres¬ 
cott  millstone  i3  in  Clinton. 

Tradition  3tates  that  he  was  of  commanding  stature,  stem  of  mien, 
strong  of  limb  and  had  a  heart  devoid  of  fear,  great  physical  endurance 
and  an  unbending  will. 

His  manuel  skill  and  dexterity  must  have  been  great,  his  mental  ca¬ 
pacity  and  business  energy  remarkable.  We  find  him  not  only  a  farmer, 
trader,  blacksmith  and  hunter,  but  a  surveyor  and  builder  of  roads, 
bridges  and  mills.  The  corn  mill  1654  and  his  saw  mill  1659. 

In  West  Derby  Hundred,  about  eight  miles  to  the  eastward  from  Liver¬ 
pool,  is  the  very  ancient  town  of  Prescott.  One  of  fourteen  townships, 
Prescott  parish,  wherein  certain  manorial  rights  were  granted  by  Edward  III 


in  1333  to  Sir  William  de  Dacre,  then  its  rector.  In  the  adjoining  par¬ 
ish  of  Standish,  John  Prescott,  the  youngest  son  of  Ralph  .and  Ellen  of 
the  hamlet  cf  She  vl  mg  ton  .and  the  great  grandson  of  Sir  Jarae3  Prescott,  of 
the  manor  of  Dryby,  was  baptized  1604/5.

Nathaniel  Gove's  fell  to  pieces  -  Uncle 
Edward’s  burned.

A  wing  was  built  on  the  end  of  the  house  for  great  grandfather  when 
he  came  back  to  the  farm  after  the  death  of  hi3  wife.

Cyprian  Stevens ,  son  of  Thomas  Stevens,  was 
born  in  London,  England,  about  1644  -  45*  He  sailed  from 
London  in  1660  and  was  at  first  a  resident  of  Rumney  Marsh, 
now  Chelsea.  He  settled  in  Lancaster  about  the  time 
of  King  Philip* s  War,  and  married  January  22,  1672,  Mary, 
daughter  of  Major  Simon  Dillard,  and  Mary  Duns ter,  his  third 
wife,  relative  of  President  Duns  ter  of  Harvard  College* 

He  was  Town  Clerk  from  1682  -  1686.

Galloway  was  under  the  rule  of  Fergus,  an  almost  independent  prince 
who  was  connected  by  marriage  with  Henry  I  until  the  year  1160,  when  the 
country  was  subdued  by  Malcolm.  Fergus  then  became  a  canon  .and  died  the 
next  year,  1151.  On  the  outbreak  of  the  war  in  1173  the  son3  of  Fergus 
expelled  the  Scottish  officers  from  the  country,  and  in  1174  Henry  sent 
envoys  to  invite  them  to  become  his  vassals. 

They,  however,  quarrelled  among  themselves  and  Henry  finding  that 
they  intended  to  make  a  tool  of  him,  abstained  from  further  negotiations 
and  William  did  homage  for  Galloway  as  well  as  Scotland. 

In  1176  the  kings  of  Scotland  compelled  Gilbert  of  Galloway,  who 
had  murdered  his  own  brother,  Uhtred,  to  do  homage  to  Henry  as  a  Scot¬ 
tish  baron  under  the  terms  of  the  treaty  of  Falaise.  In  1184  Gilbert 
rebelled  against  William  the  Lion  and  died  before  the  war  was  over  in 
1185,  leaving  his  heir  in  Henry’s  hands.  The  territory  was  seized  by 
his  nephew  Ronald,  against  whom.  Henry  marched  in  1186.  Ronald  met  him 
at  Carlisle  and  did  homage.  He  retained  the -principality  until  he  died 
in  1200  at  the  English  Court.  Alan,  his  son  and  successor  married  Mar¬ 
garet,  a  daughter  of  David  of  Huntington  and  Maud  de  Me s chines  and  was 
father  of  Dervorguilla  Bailiol.  Galloway  furnished  a  portion  of  Henry  II* s 
mercenary  troops. 
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
